Judge Scott Wilson 
of the Maine 


_aw Court, has handed down a deci- 
sion for the plaintiff In the cane of 
Washington Anderton of York Beach 
against Georga Watklns, an aviator of 
Cambridge, Mag*., of far-reaching Im- 
portance as It is. th« first case which 
Involves the rights of -airplanes landing 
on the beaches of New England. 
• In July 1921, Anderton brought a civil

War Expenditures and the League. 


The New York World recently published, with its apparent 


approval, the statement that out of every dollar paid by the 
American taxpayer no less than 85 cents goes for wars past and 
to come. The statement is not true, but if it were true we 
would like to know how the World would change the situation. 
In the first place the total contribution of American taxpayers 
is about eight billion dollars per annum. Out of this about 
three and one-half billions is for national expenditure. If all 
national expenditures went for wars, past and future-, the total 
amount for war purposes would not be 85 cents out of every 
dollar. But if it were true that out of every dollar of national 
expenditures 85 cents goes for past or future wars, how could 
ihat expenditure have been lessened in the past or how can we 
reasonably expect to lessen it in the future ? Which of the 
wars the United States has fought would the "World" have 
had the United States decline to fight ? 


Undoubtedly the" reply would be that if the League of Na- 


tions had been in existence in 1914 the World War would not 
have been started. But such an assertion would not be justi- 
fied by any of the circumstances existing then or existing now. 
Germany and Austria denounced their treaties as mere "scraps 
of paper." If the League of Nations had been in existence and 
Germany had been a party to it, she would have denounced the 
League Covenant just as readily as she denounced her treaties 
with Belgium, Great Britain and France. 


The League is in existence today but there are wars going on 


in Europe, nevertheless. If the United States were a member 
of the'League, this country would be expected to end the wars 
that are now in progress in Europe; she would be expected to 
loan money to the nations that are fighting; she would be ex- 
pected to cancel the war debts; she would be expected to send 
troops to Asia Minor; she would be expected to maintain naval 
forces in all parts of the world where w.ars threaten. So far 
as the United States is concerned, membership m the League 
of Nations would increase rather than'diminish the number of 
cents out of every dollar that would go for the maintenance of 
armies and navies and for the payment of costs of wars past 
and future. 


The chief purpose of a Federal Government is protection of 


Its people. It is true that under the leadership of paternalisti- 
cally inclined people the Federal Government has branched 
out into many enterprises having no relationship whatever to 
the original conception of the functions of a Federal govern- 
ment Under our plan of distribution of governing power it 
was intended that the maintenance of public works should be 
chiefly conducted by State and local governments. 
The con- 


duct of war necessarily falls upon the national government and 
it would naturally and properly be expected that a very large 
proportion of Federal expenditures will always be for the pro- 
tection of the States and communities from the menace and 
losses due to foreign aggression. The mere statement that 85 
cents out of every dollar of national expenditures goes for past 
or future war proves nothing whatever, even if'it is true. 


It is pertinent to remark in this connection that the only ef- 


fective step taken by a national administration to curtail ex- 
penditures for war or preparation for war was that accom- 
plished at the- Washington Conference called by President 
Harding when an international, agreement was arrived at by 
which limitation"-of armaments has been made a reality. This 
is a first step which undoubtedly will be followed by further 
curtailment. The United States will not increase its military 
"expenditures by becoming a member of the League of Nations.

Have We Too Many Laws? 


Many Americans are alarmed over the increasing wave of 


crime that is spreading throughout the land. Not only is crime 
increasing but respect for law is diminishing. President Butler 
of Columbia University says that this lawlessness is bred ot 
unwise "governmental interference with personal life and pri- 
vate conduct." He claims that we are trying to regulate peo- 
ple by law rather than train them by the proper sort of educa- 
tion. 


"It must not be forgotten that law is but one form of social 


control," he says. "It is not so many years ago that Americans 
used to laugh at the Prussian bureaucracy and to point with 
scorn at ihe Verboten signs that were to be seen on every hand 
-in Prussia, Our bureaucracy is quite as bad as that of Prussia 
ever was, without being so efficient, and now we have a dozen 
iVerboten signs in the United States to everyone that Prussia 
can show. The multiplication of petty crimes has gone on 
until the list includes scores of perfectly innocent departures 
from the conventional and scores of perfectly harmless infrac- 
tions of good manners and good conduct. No longer do the 
'demi-lawyers stop with defining these acts as misdemeanors. 
Not infrequently they are elevated to the ranks of felonies. Is 
it any wonder that an intelligent and self-respecting public re- 
yolts at that sort of official treatment?"

The people are chafing under high taxes and public control. 


Legislatures meet and lawyers get together and pass laws that 
are only understood by them and many are without any right 
or reason in their composition and are not necessary.

(1) Violent boiling, with 


the lid on the utensil, gas 
on full, consumes about 
nine times more gas than 
is necessary to maintain 
gentle boiling.

about five times as much 
gas is used with the lid off 
as would be required if the 
lid were on the utensil.
